ſo willingly venture throught. | 
On Tueſday, F4n.6. from Dunſtable I rode to Loxdop,where 
I arrived about one a clock : and though I was defired, after ſs 
long a Journey, to ſtay and refreſh;my ſelf; -yet, fo impatient 
was I to know-my Crime, . that, Without either eatingor drink. 
ing, and in my Riding Habit, I went immedtately to the Se- 
cretary Sir Henry Bennet, by whom,I was examined about three 
tm the afternoon, but ſo lightly, that I plainly ſawhe was not 
himſelf ſatisfied, that I deſerved any of that kind of Rigour ; 
yet, whether becauſe he was bound by his Place to comply 
with the Information of my Accuſers, or, r-Sv13 nat al 
to bear down the Importunity and Addreſ*? dy Sir Jomes, hs

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ſent me forthwith to the Gate-houſe, and committed mg Cloſe- 
Priſoner, for Dangerous and Seditions Words aud Praftices, TY 

In that place I abode ten dayes, after which time, the Chax- 
celtour (who now appeared as the ſole Author of my Impriſon- 
ment) ſent for meto Parceſter-houſe,, and in his Chamber 
( the Secretary being preſent) asked me ſeveral captious and 
enſnarifis Queſtions ; As, Whether 1 had never ſaid that the 
Long-Parliament was in Being ? And, Whether 1 did zot rm, 
That by the Spring there waxld be a Change ? And, Whether 1 
had never ſpoken Derogatory words of the King, . by ſaying that he 
kept Wenches, and the like 7 . To all which, when I'had, as 
thought, given ſatisfactory Anſwers, I defired I might be 
brought to a T}yal : but was anſwered, That ſhould be when the 
King pleaſed: Upon which I was remanded to the Gatehouſe ; 
but that afternoon, viz, upon Far. 16. I.was fetched from 
thence, and ſent to the'Tower, whither I was committed Cloſe. 
Priſoner by a New Warrant, the words of my former - being 
changed, into, Treaſonable-Deſigns and Pratlices : But for what 
Reaſon that Alteratipn was made, I as yet know not, having 
often defired a Tryal, but could not obtain.it. -

1 was uſed there, I ſhall now forbear-to.mention, becauſe a 
' few words cannot expreſs that matter : but in ſhort, notwith-

' In this condition I contitinged above a: year,, ſo hopeleſs of 
Redreſs,that Fnever didattempt to ſeek it ; when on Faz.30, 
1663. one Mr. L'Eftrange-( whom: I had heard much, and 
written ſomething of, but"never ſaw before ). came to ſearch 
my Chal in iny Windowfound a Paper, which con=

Mr. D4v#,' who was then newly ſent to. 
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Humanely ſollicited, 
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Fangier 1n a very Extraordinary manner ; In which Paper, 
there were, it ſeems, ſome Marginal Notes likely to give Of- 
fence ; and therefore it was in all haſt conveyed to White- 
hall, as a Diſcovery Worthy the Diligence of ſuch a Needy and 
Officious Informer. | 

On Fes, 2, following, I was ſent for to Whitehall, and by the 
King himſelf examined about that Paper ; not whether I con- 
trived or writ it (for that, as Sur John Rob1yſon afterwards told 
me, the King was ſatisfied I had no hand in) but how, and by 


whom it was conveyed to me ? To whoſe Queſtions, though [I 


anſwered in words of Fruth and Sobriety, yet becauſe I durſt 
not do a thing ſo unworthy of the Goſpel, as to betray another; 
and becauſe I could not humble my Language to the falſe and 
flattering ſtile of Court ( for thohgh I was called Rogue, and 
uſed like one,. yet I could not forget that I was a CMtimſter of 
the GofFel, and therefore was enabled to ſpeak with that Con- 
ſRancy which became one.) For this I was returned back by the 
King, ina Paſſton, much greater-than his Title z and that very 
night, about eleven a clock at night, I was by Sir John Robinſon 
commtred to the T ower-Dungeon ; e L continued. four 
dayes and four nights, without either Bed, Fire, Candle, or any 
thing elſe, that, as to humane conveniencies, could make my 
Life deſirable : Beſides th Diſmal Hortour of chacplace, be- 
ingall the time afflicted with the Piles, in ſo great extremity, 
that the very vehemence of pain did often put me into a [weat, 
and- ſo by-accident prevemed my. feeling the cold, which-at 
that time of che year, andan that place, was more.chin ordina- 
1:ly piercing, 

On Saturday, Feb, 6, about three -in the afternoon I was 
releaſed from thence, without anyſeeking of my own, but by 
the wmwearied Importmaty of my Bldeſt Brother, and ( that I\ 
may. be juft.in commemorating, as 1 thiink,. an Effe& of Real 
Worth) by the generous and compaſſionate reſentment of Sir 
Henry Bennet the Secretary, by whoſe Warrant I was returned 
to my former Lodgings, and-by his *Interceſſion, preſerved 
from being remanded imo the Dungeon, which, by Sit Joh» 
Robinſon the very next day after, was molt malicioufly and in- 

; Though 
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Though I came out of the Dungeon with ſo much Health, 

as made it evidently appear that God himſelf did own and 

preſerve me there, yet within three dayes after, I fell into a 

violent Feaver, Which brought me very low ; And though God 

didthen likewiſe deliver me from the Fury of it, yet. Sir Fohn 

Rybinſos was not Wanting to do his part that it might prove 

<mortal ; forbidding not onely my Brothers, but likewiſe my 

\Phyfician acceſs to me, notwithſtanding both He and They had 
an expreſs Order for their free Admittance, 

I am ſcarcely yet well recovered, when this News comes, 
that I am to be ſent away I know not whither:; And fince 
I underſtand that every part of this Proceeding againſt me, is 
contrary, not only to God's, but likewiſe to our Engliſh Laws, 
I thought fic to leave this Narrative behind me, that it may be 
preſented to the ſcanning of all ſober and virtuous Men in the 
approaching Parliament : And if they find that one Innocent 
Perſon cannot ſuffer unjuſtlyy but all are threatned ; and be- 
ſides, the Honour of the Nation ſuffers, Which conſiſts -in ha- 
ving Right done to all its Members; I ſhall then expe a Re-
